supply by gravily from Pigeon’ Lake; 
and state that afler faving examined 
into the matter, we are of the opinion | 
that such proposal should be at once | 
adopted by the city, 

We are further of the opinion that 
the health of the cilizens is being seri- | 
ously jeopardized by the present sys- 
tem of water supply, and: that as popu- 
Jation increases both in the city and as 
the country Lo the west of the city, the 
danger of the spread of disease and 
infeclion by the contamination of the 
suurce of the present water supply 
will make it a matter of complete im- 
pussibility to continue Lo use the same, 
Wilhout chemical treatment that would
